Roman Cz- 
tholicks do not any ways pretend Sc Pete and 
his Succeffurs have Precedency, becaufe they 
are Bifhops of Rome, but becaufe Our Saviour 
gave St Peter che Power of the Keys, the Care 
of his Flock, and on him built his Church. 
The Inference about the difpofing or depo- 
fing Power in the Popes is as falfe as odiows. 
Supremacy in gener argues none imi 
temporalitus, The depofing Power of the 
Pope is no Article of Communion in our 
Church, and for one that maincains it by 
way of private Opinion, thoufands deny it, 
Nor can Inftances be given, that will prove 
any more this to be the Belief of Rome, than 
like Inftances im your Proteftanc Churchete. 
will prove ic co be a Part of your Creed. 
Does not the Emperor, King of France, 
Spain, &c. look upon themfelves cto be as 
abfolue and independenc in their Dominions, 


PY teftant Princes, and are not they de 
Pre 4 ck, faith lalig 
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~ faithfully ferved ? Our Pamphleteer next pro 
ceeds to refute his own chymerical Suppofi- 
tion. It’s not fo much as probable Peter was ever 
at-Rome 5 had he faid it’s not certain, it had 
been more tolerable, confidering the Weak- 
nefs of his Reafons. A Fa& may be proba- 
ble, tho” not mentioned in Scripture. As for 
Sc Paal’s laying al! fought their own at Rome, 
it’s wide of the Matrer, fince the fame Sc 
faye, Rom. 1. the Faith of the Romans is re- 
mowned thro” the World. What Sct Peter means 
by the Charch of Babylon, Jet him read St 
Hierom, and the Fathers of the primitive 
Church, Let him thew us it’s recorded in 
“early Hiftory, that Peter was ever at Babylon 
in Chaldaa, or that Exfebins, 1. 2. Hift. and 
others, are miftaken in writing Peter to have 
been at Rome, and there fuffezed Martyrdom. 
But this is litle co the Purpofes only co thew 
the Infincerity and Ignorance of the Author. 
Purgatory, fays che petty Controvertift, 
was unthought of till St Asfin’s Days, who 
faid it and unfaid it, and at laft like a wife 
Schoolman left it doubtful. —This is fome- 
what odd to write of one he calls a Saint. 
That St Aufiin (1.21. deciv. Dei) faid it, and 
practifed it for his deceafed Mother, is cer-

Vigour, or the pervertirg, and weakening 
it, are of greater Confequence to the Nation 
than any other Inftances of good, or bad Go- 
swermment. 

Believe me, Sir, 2 Reverence for the Con- 

litution, and a_conf{cientious Regard to the 
Sitteration of it. are in the political, like 
Charity in the religious Syftem, 2 Cloak co 
bide a Multitude of Sins; and as the Perform- 
ance of all other religions Duties will not avail 
fin the Sight of God, without Charity fo nei- 
ther will the Diflcharge of all. other minifterial 
Duties avail in che Sight of Men, without a 
faithful Difcharge of this principal Duty. Should 
a Minifier govern, in various Inftances of de- 
meftick “ foreign Management, ignoranily, 
aveakly, or even wickedly ; and yet pay this 
Reverence and Regard ro the Comfitution, he 
would deferve much better Quarter, end meet 
vith it too from every Manof Senfe and Ho- 
nour, than a Minifer, who thould condy& 
the Adminiftration with great Abiliry and 
Succefs, and fhould atthe fame zene proaee 
gnd abet, or even conniveatfuchindire& Viola- 
tions of the Rules of the Conftitution as tend to 
the Deftruétion of it, or even atluch Evafions as 
gend co renderitufelefs, A 
the ill Qualities of both thefe, and the good 


ones of neither ; who made his Adminifira- 


tion hateful in fome Refpeéts, and defpicable 
in others; who fought that, Security by ruin- 


Sing the Comfirmtion, which he had forfeued by 


difhonoring the Government ; who encoura- 
gedthe profligate, and feduced the unwary, to 
concur with him in this Defign, by affe&i 
to explode all publick Spirit, and to ridicu 
every Form of our Confiitution; fuch a Minifter 
would be look’d upon moft juftly as rhe Shame 
4nd Scourge of his Country ; fooner or larer 
he would fall without Pity ; and it is hard to 
fay what Punifament would be proportiona- 
ble to his Crimes. — To conclude this Head 
therefore ; fince the Obligations of Intereft 
‘nd. Dury on every, Man, efpecially on every 
Minifier, and more efpecially fill on a prime, 
Or fole Minifter, t0 reverence the Conflitutions 
eo conform his Condu& to it, and neither to 
invade, nor foffer it to be invaded by others, 
. are fo undeniable, and fo firong ; and fince 
the Means, which the Minifier’s Power gives 
him to preferve it in Purity and Vigour, or 
to corrupr and weaken it, are fo many ; no- 
thing could be more proper than a Dedication 
to one in your exalted Station, of Papers, 
chat are writen to explain this Intereft, and 
to enforce this Duty, and to prefs them on 
the Underftanding and Confcience of every 
Man in Britain ; but of bim molt, who is 
moit concern’d.

A have been vindicated. however co the beft of 


my Power. The Camfe is the fame, tho’ the 
Performances are not equal ;. and fince-the 
eg ey the fame, the Canje will recommend 
my Writings to your Opinion, how lit- 
tle foever you may like the Adwocate, But I 
have fornething more to urge in my own Fa+ 
your. You had a Sermon to condemn, and a 
B Parfin to roaft, (for that, I think, was the 
decent Language of the Time) and, to car= 
ry on the Allegory, you roafled him at fo fierce 
4 Fire, that yon burnt yourfelves. Your Argu- 
ments being confined co the. Propofitions this 
Preather had advanced, you may feemrather te 
have juftify’d Refifances or the Means employ- 
ed to bring about the Revelwtion, than the Re- 
volution; tor.tho” the Principles of the Revoin- 
tion were, and muft for everremain true, and 
tho’ the Means were juft, and will for everbe 
fo, in Cafes of thelike Nature; yet trme Prin- 
ciples, and jujft Means» require to be farther 
fan&iify’d by their Ends. The Man, who 
fhould affe& the greateft Zeal for the Princd- 
ples then eftablifhed, and the Means then 
ufed, would deferve, I think, to be rank’d 
among the falfe Brethren, and would prove 
himfelfatreacherous, and a mefcenary Friend 
tothe Revolstion, if he fhewed any Indifference 
about the Ends gbtain’d, or endeavour’d in 
any Manner to defeat thofe, that were inrend- 
ed to beobtained by ir. The People, whorun 
fo great a Rifque, and bring about fo great an 
E_ Event, in order to reftore their Conjtitution, 
and to fecure their Liberties againft Dangers of 
every Kind, and .efpecially againft thofe, 
which recent Experience hath taught them to 
ad yg have furely a good. Right to the 
whole Benefit of fach a Revolution; and they 
cannot be deprived of .any Part of this Bene- 
fic, or left expofed ro any Shadow of thefame 
panei, by any Rule of Juftice, or good 
olicy. 

Such Confiderations as thefe made me think 
that, to aflerc and vindicate fully the Honosr 
and Juflice of the Revolution, it was neceflary 
that the Ends of the Revolution {hould be infift- 
ed upon in my Arguments, whether they were 
fo or not in yours ; and that the Importance 
of the Subje?, as well as the Difference of 
the Occafrons, (for the whole lay open before 
me) would be a fufficien: Reafon tor fupply- 
ing in the Copy what was weoeag in, the Origi- 
nal, I have endeavoured therefore go thew 
how much our Comfitution hath been improv- 
ed, how far our Liberties have been better fe- 
cured by the Revolution, and how litcleis wanc- 
ting to compleat chat glorious Defign, and to 
render the Britifh Conpitution the moft perfe& 
Syftem of a free Government, that was ever 
eltabl fhed in the World. If ali the Ends of the 
Revolution are already obtained, it is not only 
impertineng to argue for obtaining any of thems 
byt fadjjong Defigns might be umpurygy ad 
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‘Name of Incendiary be applied with fome Co- 
lour, perhaps, co any one, who fhould per- 
fift in prefiing this Point. On the other hand, 
if any of thefe Ends bave not been fully ob-

it ; if no Provifion was made, at the Revolu- 
sion, to fecure the Independency of the two Hon- 
Ses, and the Freedom of Eledions, againft Cor- 
ruption ; if no Provifion hath been made a- 
gainft this Danger, fince the Revolution, pro- 
portionable co that Increafe of the poffible 
Means of Corruption, which hath happened 
fince the Revolution, by the Increafe of the 
Revenne of the Crown, of Debts, of Taxes, 
and of Officers, and Powers co raife thefe Taxes ; 
if all this be fo, (and the whole Merits of the 
Caufe may be fafely refted there) how can it 
be pretended that all the Ends of the Revolation 
have been already obtained? They have 
not moft certainly, When, and in what 
Manner, they fhaill be obcained, ic would 
Prefumption in any private Perfons 1o 
much as to infinuare. They may reprefenc 
fuch Things as they judge to be of Ufe to 
the Publick, and may fupport their Reprefen- 
tations by all the Reafons, that have deter- 
mined their Opinions, Thus far their Pro- 
vinceextends, All beyond this belongs to their 
sé and, in the Cafe before us, to the 
Wifdom of the Nation affembled in Parilia- 
ment. This however I would add; that as a 
ge of Charaéter feems to exa& from 
yew a Zeal for obtaining oll the Ends of the 
Revolution, fuitable to that, which you have 
éxprefied for the Principles it eftablifhed, and 
the Means it employ’d; fo the particular Ob- 
ligattons yor lie under to promote the Honour 
and Inrereft of. bis prefent Majefly, and of his 
voyal Family, feem to exa& the fame; for, af- 
ter all, the Revolution is the Foundation of the 
prefent Settlement ; whatever ftrengthens the 
Foundation, ftrengikens the Superfirn@ure ; and 
there can be no Need of going about to prove 
that to obrain all the Ends of the Revolution is 
to’ ftrengthen. that Foundation. The Argu- 
ments, that prevail’d formerly with many a> 
gaint che Princip/ss and Means of the Revo'n- 
tion, are quite exploded ; the Prejudices againft 
them are quite worn our, 
i wichour flatter:ng curfelves, thacthe 
oundation of our prefent Settlement, and of 


all-our future nacional Happinefs, is laid im- 
Mioveably in thee cwo Refpects. Shai! it not 


We may therefore’ 
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be fo, and does it not become you in @ parti- 
cular Manner co endeavour thac it fhould be 
fo, in every Refpe&? Could you forgive 
yourfelf, if you negle&ted the firft Opportu- 
nity of concurring to remove the leak Pre- 
tence from the Di >» may from the 
Well-affe&ted, to fay that the Ends of particn- 
lar Men, of Parties, and of Families, have 
been anfwer'd by che Revolution, even beyond 
their feveral Expe&ations ; but that the na- 
ttonal Expectations have not been fo fully an- 
{wered, nor the Ends of the Revolution intirely 
obtain’d. No Man knows better than yor the 
Truth and Force of what hath been here ad- 
vaaced. No Man therefore is able te make 
a jufter Application of it to the moft impor- 
tant Interelts of your Country, to the true In- 
tereft of your royal Mafter, and to your private 
Interef’-t00; if that willadd, as I prefumeie 
will, fome Weight to the Scale; and if that’ 
requires, as 1 prefume it does, a Regard to 
Futurity, as Well as to the prefent Moment. 
Upon the whole Matter therefore, I cannot 
but expect that you fhould receive favourabl

There are indeed Citcumftances, wherein ix 
may fuit che Intereft of a Minifer. Till the 
Sword of civil War be drawn, 2 Prince can 
{carce become irreconcileahle with his. People, 
and be reduced, for wanrof national Strength, 
to fupport his Power and Dignity by the 
Force of Faction. But a Miniffer may fall 
eafily, and foons into this defperate State ; 
and after fomenting, aa Jong as he could, the 
Divifiens of Parties, he may have no Refuge 
but in FaGjon. There may be fuck a Con- 
~ du&, as nO national Party will bear, or at 
leaft will juftify. But Fadion hath no Regard 
to. national Ingevefis.. Fadtion therefore will 
bearany Thing, thare in any Thing, juftify 
the Ainifer, who takes this 
Method'to fupport himfelf, hath any Ars, he 
will endeavour to difguife his Fadtion under 
the Name and A trance of a sational 
Party. But even this Difguife will. foon fall 
off. The belt of thofe, who were engaged 
in the Party, will quit the Fa@lion, and then 
the Jatter muft ftand confefi’d to publick 
View. But it is not only the criminal Con 
auf of a Minifier, and the Fear of refting 
his. Adminiftration on the national Fudgmeng 
that may oblige him to govern by.-Divifion, 
and by Fa@ion. As the moft oppofite-.Noti- 
ons are often united in the Head, fo are the 
moft contrary Séntimencs in. the Heart of 
Man. Incapacity often begets Sefftiensy

far? Who could have expected that Atremprs 
ro revive the Do&rines of old Whiggifm, and 
the Principles and Spirit of the Revolation, in 
pofirion to fuch manifeft Contradiétions of 
them all, would give any Umbrage; or caufe 
any Alarm, «mong Men, who ftill affec& to 
call themfelves Whigs, and pretend Zeal for 
@ Government, that is founded on the Revolu- 
pron, and could not have been eftablifhed with- 
out ie? This could not have been expeg&ed, 
+ I think’; and yer fo ic is. There are Perfons, 
who take co themfelves the Title of miniferial 
Writers, and have fometimes the Front to af: 
fume that of Writers fer the Government. 
Thefe Perfons are not conrent co ring, in daily 
Panegyrick, Encomiums on the Wifdom and 
Virtue, the Juftice and Clemency, the Suc- 
cefs and Triumphs of your Adminiftration, 
and to anfwer, or'to attempt to anfwers the 
almoft innumerable ObjeGions chat have been 
made (it matters not here wherher juftly, or 
anjuftly) to your Condud? at home, and your own, 
and that ot your Bi other abroad ; but they take 
Fire, they fhew an Ala: m,and they grow angry, 
whenever any Thing is written, nay when 
a Word is dropt, in Favour of the - 
sal Articles of Britifh Liberty. Sometimes cee 
argue direG&ly, and in plain Terms, again 
them.

cerning @ Truth. Thus, Sirs they mingle 
Fuftification with the Condemnation of our 
Conflitation ; and labour, as'much as in them 
Jies; to make yor Prefervation and the De- 
frrudiion of this Conflitution a common Caufe. 
If you could poffibly doube the Truth of what 
is here advanced; I might reter you to’ the 
parcicalar Pamphlets and Papers, which are 
‘known at leaft by the Anfwers, that havebeen 
given to them; cill fuch Tyme as an Extra& 
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away Liberty, and to diftinguith us ont of ous 
Conftitation ? If nothing had been {aid of this 
Kind, I am_ perfuaded chat much Jef would 
have been faid of the-cther; and I can af- 
fare yous with great Truth, that che Publick 
had not been troubled particularly with this 
Differtation upom Parties. As to the other tws 
Qucftions, they may be taken cogether. There 
is a plain and real Difference between Fea- 
lonfy and Diftraff, that may be obferved in the 
prefent Cafe. Men may be jealous, on Ac- 
count of their Liberties; and 1 think they 
ought to be fo, even when they have no im- 
mediate Difiraf that the Perfons, who go- 
vern, defign to invade them. An Oppormu- 
a of invading them opened, is Reafon 
fufficient for awakening the Fealoafy ; and if 
the Perfons, who have this Fealonfy, apply to 
thofe, who govern, to help to cure it, by 
removing the Opportunity, the latter may 
take this, if they pleafe, as 2 Mark of Confi- 
dence, not Diftraft , atleaft, ic will be in their 
Power, and furely it will be for rheir Intereft, 
to thew that they deferved Confidence, in this 
Cafe, not Difraf. But ic will be always 
trifling, and fooltfh, to ask what Lews have 
been broken, what Invafions on the Confits- 
tion have been made ; becaufe as nothing of 
this Sore will be done, when there are no 
Defigns dangerous to the Conffitution carried 
on; fo when there are {ach Defigns, whatever 
is done of this Sort will be private, indireé&t, 
and fo covered, that the greateft moral Cer- 
tainty may be deftitute of Proof. Whenever 
any of thefe Things are done publickly, di- 
re&ly, and in a Manner to be eafily proved, 
the Danger will be over, the Confiitution 
wili be deftroyed, and all Fear for it and Con- 
cern a¥out it will be impertinent, becaufe 
they will come too late. If ever that. old, 
trite Maxim, Principiis obffa, was well ap- 
plied, it is fo in the Cafe we fpeak of here.

Mézeray, in the Life Of Harry IIT. of 
France, obferves, “ that Luxury never 
rifes to fuch a Height, as in Times of 
Poverty and Diftrefs, for which ao other 
Réafon can be given, bur that it is a 
Scourge of Heaven, fent to punifh the 
Sins of a Nation, and of the fame Nature 
with Civil War and Famine, of which it 
is géMerally the Forerunner.”

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Stage is not in itfelt immoral, nor, under 
proper and regular Management, produc- 
tive of Immorality—But which of the 
Theatres can boaft of fuch a Regulation? 
Are not the Plays, generally exhibited, 
far from being innocent in themfelves ? 
‘And confidering the vitiated Tafte of the 
Age,-what Manager has had Virtue or 
Morality enough to get up fuch a fele& 
Stock of Plays whole Reprefentation 
would be really innocent ? He confults 
only ‘his own Intereff, and therefore 
brings not on thofe Pieces that are moft 
infiruétive to an Audience, but moft gain- 
fd to himfelf. ‘This admirable Logician 
allows, there may be Irregularities in a 
Play-boufe, yet fays that can be mo Rea- 
to have their Number limited. 

This Champion for the Stage quotes the 
Opinions of the Ancients, often repeated 
imfavour of Players and Dramatick Wri- 
tine, which amount to no more than that 
Plays, while they are innocent and in- 

ive, are a a Diverfion. But 
there is a wide Difference between the 
Morality of the ancient and modern Dra- 
wa. Philofopbers and State/men {upported 
the Stage, becaufe it ferv’d only to incul- 
cate Virtue and a Spirit of Liberty ——To 
prove the Number of Play-houfes ought 
not.to be limited, he thews the Athenians 
swifely encouraged a Play-boufe , but does 
not fay, they had one at the End of every 
Street, or any managed by the Péayers. 
The Athenian Theatre was managed by 
the Legiflature , nor would an Audience 
then bear the Refemblance of Immorality. 

Players, continues he, were original 
Philojophers and Divines,; which we mult 
take on his own Credit ; but he won’t 
fay, there are any fuch among our Jb. 
dern Set ; or, that their Characters are not 
abfolutely the Reverfe. He aflerts, in- 
deed, they have nor Opportunity to in- 
dulge their iy Pre sg all their pure 
is taken up in ftudying proper Gefture. 
But Judges of Aétion mc 
our Theatres put together, could not fur- 
nifh out one perfect Company. 

As to Mr Giffard’s ae in his The- 
atre in Goodman's Fields ; every Man 
might have the fame Plea who ereé&ted 
one on his own Grounds but wou’d it 
therefore be no Detriment to the publick 
Weltave ? The filencing fome of the The- 
atves will, indeed, force a great Number 
of People from their prefent Manner of 
Jubjifting , but mutt they, therefore, beg 
or flarve?

But the Refurre@ion 
of Chrift was a2 Tranfa@tion between the 
Sovereign of the World, and his Crea- 
tures, who were all equally obligel to 
fubmit to his Will, and not entitled to 
make Demands for fingular Privileges. 
Both Rulers and People, as Creatures, were 
upon a Level. 

Again; there was no exprefs Promife 
of God that Chrift fhould perfonally appear 
to the Nig and Rulers after his Refur- 
re€tion. God did, indeed, promife that 
the Gofpel thould be firft preached to the 
Fews , and he fulfilled his Promife.. The 
Author of the Trial of the Witneffes tas

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jaftly obfeeved, that Chrift’s particular 
Commiffion to the Fews, ceafed at his 
Death ; that they having finally rejedt- 
ed kim, tie took his final Leave of them, 
and declared they fhould fee him no mote ; 


and fo he could not appear to them with- A 


out falfifying hit own Declarations. 

Obj, 3, That Chrift appeared only to his 
Friends and mnie who ene Part 
been excepted againft as partia pre- 
judiced Perfons. 

In Anfwer to this, the proper Enquiry 
will be whether the Teftimony of theie 
chofen Witnefles be credible in itfelf.
